Explications of the picture, in which the art and m yftery 
of printing is emblematically difplayed. 


S the title of this pi€ture profefles to exhibit an em- 

blem of the art and myflery of printing, the moft 
obvious inte: pretation is that,. which explains the figures 
in conformity to that art. 

In the firft part is reprefented a compof’tor at work up- 
ona Journal, having the head and ears of an afs; becaute 
the compof"tors are called afies by the preis-men, by way 
of return for their calling them hogs and horfes. Tue 

% work, in which this compof’tcr is concerned, fcems to 
Sand likewite the tread of meflinge:s befi re they conie up- 
te ofe himielf ta give them a picper reception. — The 
middle part reprefeats the work at the preis: in which 
©Ythe firft figure, with the face of a hog, is he who works 
“with the balls ; and the second, with the horfe’s face, he 
“who draws the prefs, This action of drawing gave occa- 
Wfion to the fixing on him the name of horfe, but why bis} 
companion is called a hog, does not fo plainly appear :} 
perhaps it may be, becaufe the hardnefs ef this work in- 
clines the operators to eat and drink like hogs. The 
third confpicuous figure is an undeiling fort of devil, calied 
afly; whofe bufincts is to take ncws papers off the prefs, 
When they are worked in great hafte. The next figure, 
Which has the face of a giey-hound, feems to denure a 
Meflenger, who carries that animal for his badge, and is 
Kicking the Cratr{man cut of the chace. The fifth and 
Bgure, with the bead of a Janus, may very well re- 
 prefent the mafter printer, who is overloeking and haften 
ing of the work : He has two different faces, anfwerable 
tothe two different weekly papers, which he is fuppofed 
'0 print: but which was detigned for the whig face, and 
Which for the tory, it is not eafy to difcover. One may 
fancy, that the latrer was moh probably intended by that, 


Thefe fay, the figure in the firft part repre- 
fents one of his auditors, and perhaps particularly his clerk : 
that the Janus in the {econd fhews him, either according 
to a former tranfaétiow of his, of which there is an ac« 
count in the Dunciad.

the double face is defigned only to thew, that Printers in 
general do not {cruple, in political and party controverfies, 
or indeed in any other, to print on both fides. And fince 
there is no perfon in the world, who ever was concerned 
in printing the two papers here diftin@tly {pecified, the ap- 
plication ot that figure to any particular perfon, who either 
is at prefent, or has been formerly a printer, muft be the 
cfie& of ignorance, or of malice, or of both. 

But befices this fatyrical explication of this figure, there 
is another, which is very probable, and which carries with 
It a tacit, but great commendation of the art of typogta- 
phy. For what ftatue can more properly be placed in a 
printing-houfe, than that of a Janus; to fhew that the pro- 
teflors of this art retrieve the tranfactions of palt ages, 
and tranimit them fafe, togecher with thofe of the preient, 
down to the lateft pofterity ? So that, as the elder face 
has a retrof{pect to all preceding, fo the younger has a pro- 
{pect towards all future generations. 

But there is, I hear, a political interpretation, which is 
this; That by the perfon with the afs’s héad is fignified an 
informer, feeming intenc on fome tufinefs, but littening at 
the fame time with his long afs’s ears to what pafles be- 
hind him : that by the three figures with the heads of a 
dog, a horie, and a fwine, the laft of which has a glafs 
bottle in each hand, fome perfons of quality are pointed 
at, who are cenfured by the vulgar, as delighting in hunt- 
ing, or horfe-racing, or drinking, or whoring, or in all,to- 
gether: that by the gentleman with the head of a Janus 
a great flates-man is intended, who could not be fit for 
that ftation, unlefs he had two faces ; with one of which 
he grins im an angry manner at Foa’s Fournal, while his 
triend with the dog’s face, tied wig, and {word, kicks at 
that of the Craftiman in great indignation : that the prefs 
reprefents the {queezing of the people: lafily, that the 
meaning of the owl, and_one of the devils, is too plain to 
necd any explication ; and that by the other is fignified 
fome eld battered rake, who is a cuckold, and is at laft ex- 
poied to all the world by a cafe of impotency. 

This, I am informed, is the malicious expofition of 
THE RESTORER OF ANCIENT ELOCUTION, in hopes of draw- 
ing a profecution upon us ; who adds, that if no more was 
intended by the perfon with the dog’s face, than to ri- 
dicule one of his majefty’s meflengers, or even his princi- 
pal rat-catcher, the defign would be treafonable. But all’ 
this he has fayed in revenge for another interpretation, 
which has been put upon this pi€ture by fome ingenious 


men of opinicns and intereits directly oppofire, but was 


in his prefent two double capacities; in’ the one of

figures, yet it is not requifite to mention them, they ex- 
piaining them fo as to make them bear no conformity or 
relation at all to the other figures in the picture. :

a double, or perhaps a treble defign in this piece. The afi- 
nine figure, P think, docs very well refemble an author in 
a muting pofture, and perhaps compofing a Grub-ftrect, 
or any other Journal, in a printing-houfe, and who is pro- 
perly a compofitor, tho’ not a compof’tor. The giand 
figure I take to be a bookfeller, who has as much occation 
for two faces in the way of trade, as perfons in any other 
bufinefs. Toa cuftomer, who asks him how fuch a book 
fells, it is proper 'to anfwer with a brisk countenance, Ex- 
tremely well. But if the author asks the fame queftion, he 
mutt look grave, fhake his head, and fay, Very indifferently. 
What was fayed in relation to the fame printer's being 
concerned in printing weekly papers, pamphlets, or books, 
written in dire&t oppofition to each other, ts equally ap- 
plicable to bookfellers: Nay, they have frequently em- 
ployed perfons to write anfwers to books printed for 
themfeives, in order to make them fell the better: and 
fometimes an author has been employed to anfwer him- 
felf. The fame bookfeller has frequently, printed, at his 
own charge, religious and impious, godly and lewd books. 
This fufficiently juftifies the application of the figure with 
two faces. — In the attitude in which he is placed. he 
may be fuppofed as giving his orders to his flaves the . 
printers, who work like horfes, grunt like hogs, and fawn 
upon him like dogs. Or elfe he may be confidered as giving 
direGtionsto his authors, to write poetical, polirical, hifte- 
rigal, theological, or bawdy books ; which authors are pro- 
perly repiefented by the gentlemen who have the heads 
of a dog, a horfe, or a fwine, and are accordingly treated 
by him like fpaniels, hackneys, and hogs. — The devil in 
the laft divifion of the piéture, feems to denote a particular 
bookfeller, tripped of all his falfe ornaments of puffs, ad- 
vertifements, and title pages, and in propria perfoma, putting 
up his own and other peoples copies, books, fome of pious 
devotions, others of lewd d.vertion, ip his ———
